Navy, under God, we owe, not merely our greatness, 
but our safety. We are bound to inspire the men 
who man that Navy with an unswerving faith that 
they are under the guardianship of their country, 
and that the resources of the State will be cheer- 
fully employed to secure comfort for them, and an 
honourable competence. We, as citizens of Dublin, 
may well unite with men of every country in con- 
gratulating Captain M‘Clintock and his crew 
upon his almost miraculous escape, and for 
his success in an adventurous and romantic 
endeavour to discover traces of his old commander. 
The maritime-world, we say, will unite with us in 
this. The perilous Arctic Ocean is a common country 
to all who have passed within its pillars of ice—those 
columns of Hercules which so often have opened to 
admit, so often closed to prevent return. Kane, the 
American investigator, remembering that England 
was the mother of his country, is greeted by his crew 
“with three genuine Anglo-Saxon cheers.” The icy 
strait, far away to the north bears for ever the name 
of the Frenchman, Bellot. On every cape and beetling 
promontory there are inscribed the names of 
American, French, Danish, and English navigators. 
And though England may well and truly boast 
that she has lavished more life and treasure on 
Aretic discovery than all the world beside—though a 
perfect fleet of English ships stands upright, still 
frozen here and there into the drift, with the same 
ice around them still, yet Ireland has good 
reason for national pride. An Irishman first 
threaded the maze of the North-West passage, and 
selved the riddle of centuries ; and an Irishman, after 
two years’ perilous adventure, has first succeeded 
in penetrating the cloud which hung round Frank- 
lin and his crew. To Captain M’‘Clintock the 
University gives all she can give: the stars and 
garters which testify the respect of a learned body. 
Surely the citizens of Dublin will enthusiastically 
join in the requisition addressed to their Chief Ma- 
gistrate, and welcome earnestly that countryman 


i tood in the st of Franklin, and 
Éan us fate before us asin a dream. 


We honour courage, not so much the momentary 
elan which leaps over difficulties it cannot break 
through, but that calm and settled determination 
which enables a brave man both to dare and 
to suffer. It requires no ordinary mind 
to push a frail vessel through crevices, 
between icebergs when a momentary oscillation was 
death. To be calm and collected when an avalanche 
comes thundering down, or a glacier shoots into the 
sea, and when an under storm tears up the masses of 
crashing ice and piles them round the crew, is the 
part only of a brave man. But, to move through 
ice fogs as if dreaming; to be adrift on floes eddying 
in the ocean; tc be encl for months in one un- 
ending night—emblematic of that night when none 
can work---to see sickness and despair thickening 
around an imprisoned crew; to see in skeletons, 
blanched whiter than the everlasting snow, omens 
of our own destiny; to bury a messmate in a 
desolate wilderness of ice,where man has never 
trodden or will tread ; and yet to maintain discipline, 
to preserve order, to cheer the desponding, to inspire 
confidence, and, at last, to rescue, is the part of the 
skilful obmmander, and nationally we should be 
proud that such a commander was born amongst us. 


There are some things which, seen or heard once, 


are never forgotten. A simple strain of melody, a 
sunburst over an expanded landscape, the first death 
in the young household. Who that has read the 
touching and artless narrative of M‘Clintock can 
ever forget the lonely boat, the last resource of the 
forlorn, and its ghostly watchers, as it stands out in

FRIGHTFUL ATTEMPT AT MURDER. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

A most determined and terrible attempt at murder 
was made on Wednesday evening last, by a farmer, named 
Jaines Doyle, at Rathillon, near Loughlinbridge, county 
Carlow. It is thought that Doyle’s tind is deranged, 
as his victim (who had a very narrow escape) is his 
own wife. He struck her on the head with a hatchet, 
with which he inflicted several very severe injuries, so 
that the poor woman is at present in a very precarious 
state, Some persons who wereattracted by her cries 
éminediately entered the house, and in all probability 
waved the poor woman's life.

was, of course, out of the question. One poor soldier 
was crushed to death bctwecen the boat and the steamer, 
and another so injured as to resuire aniputation. 
Though the weather was so boisterous the Spanish 
merchant steamer Rita, manned, I belfeve, by Biscayans, 
and which had about 300 of the troops on board, stood 
out to sea; and, wh#e people thought she was making 
for the harbour of Passages, which is hardly three miles 
distant, sailed away on her destination.

Various causes were #2signed for the 
delay; ove was, that the trocps were not provided with 
water. This is absurd, for the water is both plentiful 
and woe! at Passages. The men and officers got leave 
to go to San Sebastian to amuse themectves, or buy 
whatever necessaries they wanted; but though on the 
Sist (the date of the letter) the weather was fine and 
the wind favourable, they had not yet left Passages. 

So far as the embarking the troops at San Sebastian 
is concerned, great oversight or remissness taust have 
existed somewhere. In the first place, the troops have 
been at San Sebastian and its neighbourhood since the 
Ist October, the commanding officers having been in- 
formed that steamers would be there to take them on 
board at that date, and ordered to have their men ready 
to embark at a moment's notice. They had to wait 29 
days for the transports. 

In tlre sevond place, I cannot conceive ho¥ any one 
who knows the coast could have sclectud San Sebastian 
as a place of embarkation for large bodies of men at this 
season. Passages, with a beautiful basin enclosed by 
hills and completely sheltered from the weather, and 
water deep almost to the quay, is hardly three miles 
from San Sebastian.

THE CONGRESS=ENGLAND AND ITALY. 

Let me tell you that the people ®f this country are 
at a loss to understand how some of your English 
contemporaries can advise our Government not to join 
the Congress. They think that this is neither a fair 
nor a wise way of getting out of the present difficulty ; 
for, in their opinion, England’s not joining the (on- 
gress would be an act of abdication on her part of the 
influence she both can and ought to exercise in such 
an important question. Tivere was a time at which 
Mr. Pitt could wisely write to Count Woronzow that 
reasons of policy required that the strength of the 
minor Italian Stazes should be increased, and that 
Austria should be placed in a situation to furnish them 
with prompt assistance in case of attack from France. It 
was, perhaps, indispetisable, in the view of an Knglish 
statesman in 1805, that the territory of the Grand 
Duchy of Tuscany, as well as thatof Modena, Parma, 
and the Legations, should be brought in contact with 
the dominions which Austria possessed in the Peninsula. 
In the opinion of our statesmen, such territorial arrange- 
ments would have gone far to secure the future repose 
of Europe, because it was then thought that they would 
have formed a more powerful barrier against the ambi- 
tion of Imperial France. But since experience has de- 
monstrated that the Napoleonic policy of our days is 
“altogether changed, itis now against Austrian encroach- 
ments that the somuch wanted barrier must be formed 
in the Italian Peninsula. ‘Thisis the duty which, in the 
opinion of Italian patriots, England is called upon to 
perform at the present stage ofthis difficult question. 
It is not by a policy of abstention on the part of the 
only liberal great power of our times that the future re- 
pose of Europe will be secured. ‘To abandon Italy 
when it can be saved by our disinterested influence 
would be for England not onl; a great eriiie, but a fault 
of which she would repent one day or other. There 
cannot be any mistake about it. If the wishes of the 
Italian people are not properly listened to, a most bloody 
revolution will be the last act of the drama which is now 
keeping Europe in suspense.—Letter from Cesenc, in the 
Daily News. 

A Prince's Tors.—I have just been shown the model 
of the railway carriages, manufactured for the Prince 
Imperial at St, Cloud. They are certainly very pretty, 
but vastly absurd. Imagine that a part of the Home 
Park is set aside and cut up for a mimic railroad, upon 
which this large-headed chubby child (the picture of the 
Bonapartes in their obese period of life) exercises him- 
self as a stoker. ‘The miniature is complete. There is 
a railway which winds round in the shape of an 8, with 
a viaduct and a tunnel, and every “ actident of ground”’ 
you can conceive. Then there is a tent close by, in 
which this infant corporal of the Imperial Guard can re- 
pose when he is tired of his exertions; and a little fur- 
ther on is a wee target, at which his Imperial Highness 
learns to shoot with a baby-gnn, under the direction of 
“papa.”

an expert mecaniciena are sources of, it would seem, no 
inconsiderable éatisfaction to the entourage. Some of 
them indulge in the hope of seeing the child practice ail 
these antics at Windsor—when “ papa” shall have “an- 
nexed” England.— Paris Lefter. 

Fara. Boat Accipent.—On Tuesday a fatal actldent 
befel Mr. W. B. Cookson, a comtdner of University 
College, who was rowing from Iffley to Oxford in an 
outrigger. Mr. Cookson was subject to epileptic fits, 
and being unforiunately seized with one while rowing, 
fell from his boat intothe river. Notwithstanding that 
several gentlemen were on the towing path and on tht 
river, close to the spot where the accident happened, 
and used every exertion to rescue Mr. Cookson from 
drowning, they were not able to succeed in effecting 
their object. One gentleman, Mr. Larcelles of Pens- 
broke College. jumped in and endeavoured to grasp 
the body, but could not find it, wing to the muddi- 
ness of the stream. Mcasengers were at once 
sent for assistante, and without loss of time 
punts and drags were on the spot. In the course of 
a few minutes, Harvey, the res bailiff, succeeded 
in finding the body; ahd te most efficacious 
measures were used (0 festore animation during three 
quarters of an hour, but all to ao , life 
having probably been extinct before the body 
taken out of the water.

The affidavits on both sides, as tó the knowledge of the 
petitioner of the sale of the property by his son, and 
as to the general niture of the transaction, were so 
conflictinz that his lordship decided on having a viva 
voce examination of the parties. He allowel the Hynes’s 
to deliver up the pledged property to the owners, and 
also to sell any forfeited pledges, they rendering an ac- 
count on foot of these transactions.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yes7erpay. 

(Before the full Court.) 
Mahong v. Wei ket. 
Mr. Hemphill (with whom was Mr. Armstrong, Q.C.) 
appeared to sustain the demurrer which had been filed 
to the defendant’s sole defence. The litigation in the 
case, which has been of a protracted character, arose 
out of the seizure, by the market jurors of Clonmel, of 
a quantity of oatmeal alleged to have been adulterated 
with Indian meal. The summons and plaint complained 
of the defendants, as market jurors, having broken and en- 
tered the house and stores of the plaintiff, and seized 
a quantity of oatmeal, and converted and disposed 
of same to their own use. To such cause’ of action a 
defence had been filed, justifying specially the acts com- 
plained of under the provisions of the Market Jurors’ 
Act, the 27th of George III. The plaintiff contended they 
had no authority to enter or seize tlie goods, fhasniúch 
as the 27th Geerge III, (chapter 46 Irish), which was an 
act for establishing market jurors in cities, had been re- 
pealed so far as regards oatmeal; secondly, that the 
admixture of Indian meal with oatmeal was not an 
offence contemplated by the Market Jurors’ Act, even 
supposing it was in full force, The case turned 
simply upon the question whether the first act was in 
operation at all, as to that particular commodity, and 
that, if it were in operation, the act of the defendants 
was justifiable. There was no allegation that any dele- 
terious substance was exposed for sale, but the simple 
allegation was, that the oatmeal had been adulterated 
with Indian meal. 

Mr. Rollestone; Q.C., was heard on the other side. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., having replied,

THE TIPPERARY BANK. 
Jerningham v. M: Dowell.’ 

This case came before the court upon a bill of excep- 
tions, which were opened by Mr. D. C. Heron, on Behalf 
of the plaintiff. The defendant was sud in his repre- 
sentative capacity of official manager of the Tipperary 
Joint-stock Bank. The action was brought against the 
Tipperary Bank, and the plaintiff sued as the surviving 
trustee of a settlement in which himself and John Sad- 
leir were trustees. The action was instituted for 
the powers of recovering a sum of £5,408 which 
was the sum in dispute between the parties on the ac- 
counts. The pláint Contained counts for money lent by 
the Plaintiff and John Sadleir in his lifetime to the Tip- 
perary Bank, and in another count it was alleged the 
money was lent by the plaintiff alone to the Tipperary 
Bank. The defence traversed the course of action, and 
the defendant alleged that no money was lent by the 
plaintiffand John Sadleir to the Tipperary Bank, and 
he-also averred that the money was paid out in the 
lifetime of John Sadleir to the plaintiff and John Sad- 
leir. The replication stated that the money in 
the defence mentioned was lodged and deposited in the 
Tipperary Bank in the joint names of the plaintiff and 
John Sadicir; that the Tipperary Bank, withtut ti.e 
knowledge or authority of the plaintiff, paid out a sum 
of £5,498, being the balance of a sum of £13,840 
originally lodged to the said John Sadlcir alone, upon 
cheques signed by him without the authority or know- 
ledge of the plaintiff, and that no part of such sum of 
£5,408 was paid by the bank to the plaintiff. ‘There 


the replication was true, in substance and fact. The 
other issves were sithstantidlly whether and what 
morey Was lent and received by the bank upon the ac- 
counts stated between the parties. At the trial of the 
case the jury found upon the first issue for the de- 
fendant, that the replication was not true which stated 
that the money was paid by the bank to John 
Sadleir. The sole point of exception was, 
whether there was stifficient evidence of su- 
thority, because if thert was evidence of atithofity 
to justify the bank ih paying out money on the cheque 
of one trustee in the life'ime of the other, the jury 
found rightly. Portion of the money was lodged on 
the 3rd July, 1848, and another portion on the 17th 
November, 1848. The sums were jointly lédged by the 
two trustees on those dmys, Cothisel afgued that no- 
thing but ah express authority would warrant a bank 
in paying money to one of two trustees in the lifetinic 
of the other. 

The Chief Justice stated it rested upon the other 
side tó show atithority.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—Yesrerpbay. ; 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron and Barons Fitzgerald and 
Hughes.) 

Parker v. Dickinson, 

In this case Mr. D. C. Heron moved, by way of appeal 
from an order cf Mr. Baron Greene of the 9th July, 1859, 
that satisfaction might be entered on the foil, by 
Jeremiah Spillane, tle executor of the plaintiff, upon a 
judgement for £250. It appeared that after the 
judgment had been obtained in Hilary Term, 1853, 
the plaintiff died, and a cause _ petition 
to administef het assets was filed in 1856. 
The defendant had applied, on that cause petition matter, 
to Master Henn, for liberty to lodge the amount of the 
judgment, and the interest money due upon it, amount- 
ing to £272. Upon the 6th May, 1856, Master Henn 
had made an order directing the defendant to lodge the 
money. The time limited for lodgment was to the Ist 
June, 1856; but, that day being a Sunday, the money 
was not lodged in the office of the Accountant-General 
until the next day (Monday). Counsel for the defendant 
now sought to have satisfaction entered by the court , the 
executor having refused it. 

Mr. Leslie, on the part of Mr. Spillane, the executor, 
supported the order of Baron Greene, which had refused 
the motion, with costs. Counsel contended that the exe- 
cutor was not bound to execute the satisfaction piece, 
until he was paid the costs of the cause petition filed by 
him, on the 22nd May, 1856, to realise the amount of 
his judgment. The affidavit stated that the oniginal 
order of Master Henn was to lodge the money on the 
19th May, and he (the plaintiff) relied on the notes 
in the Master's books, that the cause petition was 
filed on the 22nd, and the money not lodged on the day 
named. It appeared that Master Henn had sub- 
sequently changed his order and enlarged the time 
tillthe istof June, and it was contended by counsel 
that that extension of time had been obtained by sur- 
prise. 

The Court made an order that the moticn should 
stand for a fortnight, to allow Mr. Spillane an oppor- 
tunity of applying to the Court of Chancery to set 
aside the order of Master Henn. 

Collins v. Healy. 

In this case the Solicitor-General Vig whom were 
Messrs. Clarke, Q.C., and ('. Barry, Q.C.) appeared to 
show cause why the conditional order to set aside 
the verdict should not be made absolute. The action, 
which was one of ejectment on the title, had been brought 
to recover possession of part of the estate of Lord Mus- 
kerry, in the county of Limerick, and had been tried at 
the Limerick Assizes, when a verdict was entered for the 
defendant, with liberty reserved to the plaintiff to 
move that same be changed into a verdict for the 
plaintiff. The plaintiff claimed title under a marriage 
settlement executed by Michael Llealy, a younger son of 
a person of the same name, who came into possession of 
the lands on an accepted proposal, dated 1st September, 
1830. The judge below had been called upon by counsel 
to direct a verdict for the defendant, inasmuch as: Mi- 
chael Healy, jun., held under an assignment from his 
father, who, they contended, had no power to assign. 
The proposal stated that the title should be devised 
subject to the laws then in force in reference to sub- 
letting, which provided that, to enable the tenant to 
sublet, there should be an express clause in the agree- 
ment, authorising that to be done. The document con- 
tained no such clause, and it was, therefore, contended 
by counsel that the plaintiff had no title to bring the 
ejectment. 

Sir C. O'Loghlen QC., Bart. (with whom were 
Messrs. Sullivan, Q.C., and Kett), appeared in support 
of the conditional order. ‘The question in the case 
turned exclusively on the construction of the sub- 
letting acts in force in 1830, but which were repealed 
in 1232. Herontended thet the intention of the partizs 
was to vive a power to assigti.

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CONSOLIDATED NISI PRIUS—Yesrenrpar. 
(Before Mr. Baron Greene.) 
Tipping v. Al Nei’. 

The action in this case was brought to recover £168, 
the amount of a bill of exchange, bearing date June, 
iss, Jt appeated that Mé. Edward Tipping, of Lutedn 
Park, county Louth, entered into an agreement in the 
month of April, 1857,with the defendant, Mr. Alexander 
M‘Neil, and a gentleman named Lloyd,toobtain for them 
a loan of £2,500 on the security of certain landed pro- 
perty. During the progress of certain negociations in 
reference to the loan, the plaintiff, it appeared, applied 
to Mr. M‘Neil for an advatice df money, and the Jatter 
agreed to give him £168, receiving as security a hill of 
exchange. ‘The plaintiff gave the bill for that sum, 
but, as was stated; received only £50 of the amount ; 
subsequently the plaintiff was obliged to pay the full 
amount of the bill, proceedings having been taken hy 
another party into whose hands the bill came. He | 
now sopght to recovér the atitount Of that, legs the £50 
which he stated he had only received from Mr. M‘Neil. 
The defence was, that under the agreement for the loan 
Mr. M'‘Neil was to reserve a certain sum for his,costs ; 
that the loan had been broken off by the plaintiff, and 
that there was more money due to him on foot of the 
cécts than the amoufit cCiaimed. On the part of the 
plaintiff it was contended that, even if he were liable to 
the defendant for costs, that was no defence to the pre- 
sent action. The principal question in the case was, 
whether the defendant was entitled to deduct £76 10s., 
which he averred he had paid as a premium on a policy of 
| insurance, effected on the life of Mr. Tipping as security. 

The defendant had been the agent of the Royal Insurance 
Comyary. He wes etantined, @nd produced an abeourtt 
which was stated to have been furnished to him by the 
company, in which he was debited with £76 10s., the 
amount of this premium. As rebutting evidence, the 
plaintiff produced Mr. Minnie, the accountant of the 
Royal Insurance Company at Liverpool, who de 
posed that the document produced by Mr. M'Neil 
was not in the nature of an account, but a 
memorandum furnished by the company to him to 
assist Birn in making cut the account. Witness 
stated an account was sub sequently settled with Mr. 
M‘Neil, but as he did not prodace it, he was not allowed 
to make any statement in reference to it. He further 
deposed that the policy of insurance was drawn out and 
issued, but, it was never in force as the premium had 
hot been paid, 

The jury found for the plaintiff, in the full amotinit 
claimed.

paid into court. As regarded the first item---viz., 
confirmation of the report—there was no objection on 
either side, and of course it should be granted. He had 
then to deal with only the two reriaining clauses of the 
application. And here be should remark that strong 
observations had been- made upon the conduct of two 
gentlemen (Messrs. Wattrson and Dinnen) who were 
solicitors and officers of the court: He felt himself placed 
in a very unpleasant position, when he heatd charad 
made against them, but he had to deal, in the first ir- 
stance, with the case in the capacity of judge, and next 
he would support the conduct of the solicitors as faras he 
was justified in so doing. He waseverready to support 
the character of solicitors, and averse to visiting them 
with the consequences of mistakes or inadvertencies, 
fot he knew that they were often unfairly treated in 
their business. But he had a duty to discharge to the 
public in the present instance, and, however much dis- 
posed a judge upon that bench might be to extend kind- 
ness towards officers bf the court, nothing, at the same 
time, should prevent him visiting them with conse- 
quences when deserved, so as to be a warning to theme 
selves and others not to repeat such conduct. With 
regard to the orders issued in the case by his predeces- 
sor, Judge Macan, he had only to say that he quite con- 
curred in the spirit of them: Althongh the case had 
occupied a considerable time, he considered that the 
subject matter on which he had to adjudicate resulved 
itself into a small compass. The case stood thus:—The 


titioned the court, but upon both occasions his petition 
was dismissed. Subsequently, he was arrested at the 
suit of Margery Connery, and in that proceeding Mr. 
Coates was herattorney. Subsequently, a creditor's pe- 
tition was filed in court, on 30th January, Mr. Coates 
still being solicitor. After that it appears that Mr. 
Coates was changed in the matter, and that 
Messrs. Waterson and Dinnen were appointed 
to sucteed him. Well, under these circumstances, it was 
simply their duty, if they intended that the estate of 
Connery should be fairly administered, to have caused 
the insolvent to file his schedule, and thus the several 
creditors would have been ascertained ; but, instead of 
that, a resolution was brought before them a few days 
before the 18th March, 1857, to the effect that one Hugh 
Fisher should be chosen assignee, and in that document 
he was designated as a gentleman, though in reality 
he was the turnkey of a jail; and by this resolution 
these two gentlemen got from Hugh Fisher, re- 
spectively, their own appcintment as solicitors in the 
matter. Now, how could Hugh Fisher have been ap- 
pointed assignee in the case, except by a gross abuse 
of the confidence of the court by its practitioners? and 
it was only by such abuse of its confidence that he was 
appointed, for, had the true occupation of Fisher been 
stated to the court, he, ot course, would never have been 
appointed. Truc, in a subsequent affidavit filed by 
Fisher, he stated that he was a turnkey, but the officer 
of the court did not discover that statement, and having 
been represented previously, through respectable 
solicitors, as a gentleman, it was no wonder that 
the officer of the court did not take the 
trouble to detect the discrepancy. The next step in the 
proceeding was the meeting of three or four creditors in 
the offices of Messrs. Waterson and Dinnen, to have the 
property of the insolvent sold, and it was subsequently 
sold. Some costs were made by these gentlemen on foot 
of ejectment proceedings, but they were disallowed by 
the officer of the court, on the ground that they were 
unnecessary, and he acted properly in so doing. Well, 
the property was sold, and realised £320, which sum 
went into the hands of these gentlemen. But, what 
step was taken by Fisher in relation to the distribution 
of this amount among the creditors? None whatever ; 
nor was it pretended by these gentlemen that he did 
anything in that respect. The fact was, that they put 
the amount into their own pockets, and that they dis- 
tributed it according to their own pleasure, having 
fraudulently got the sanction of the court ; and, in doing 
so, they abused its confidence—a fact which the court 
could hot consider without the strongest condemnation, 
seeing that professional men and officers of the court 
were parties toit. Fisher had asked for an account of 
what had been done with the money, for he had 
got nothing out of it; and the first intimation 


£19, though he had never sanctioned an act of these. 
Llis lordship then referres to the ent of rent, £143, which, 
he said, should of course be admitted, though it appeared 
very extraordinary to him how six years, rent could 
have been allowed to accumulate; however, that was an 
item which should be discharged into whosever hands 
the estate happened to fall. His lordship then said 
that he considered Waterson and Dinnen, morally speak- 
ing, the assignets under the court, though they were not 
legally appointed as such, and tlieteforethat he would 
hold them responsible as such. He would even go 
farther and say,that while he would not hold an honestly 
appointed assignee accountable for all the mistakes he 
might commitin his capacity as assignee, he was in- 
clined tobe more rigid in regard to these gentlemen. 
As ta ecoates elaim, he considered that nothing was 
due to him. Ile had not appeared before the officer of 
the court, nor shown the circumstances under whieh the 
amount claimed was due. Ilaving gone at some further 
length into the details of the case, his lordship concluded 
his decision by stating that he considered it his first duty 
to order that the £85 should be returned into court, for, 
as it was misapplied, it should be brought back ; but if 
Mr. Coates could establish any claim in relation to the 
amount, let him do so. Le also considered that the sum 
of £30 referred to had also been misapplied. He did 
not know whether Fisher had died worth any property, but 
as he had taken upon himself the duty of assignee, 
he would adil to the order that the £30 should also be 
paid without prejudice to the solicitors’ claim as against 
the assets of Fisher ; and, as regarded the costs of the 
present application, he considered that as it was properly 
and meritoriously hrought before the court, they should 
be borne by Messrs. Waterson and Dinnen. As they had 
received £330, the amount realised by the sale of the 
property, they should not be allowed to damage the es- 
tate by the costs incurred in the present proceeding. He 
felt that it was unpleasant to make this order ; but he 
also felt that he would be wanting in his daty to the 
public if he did not make it in the terms and on the 
grounds be had stated.
